so badly that it had turned wfcitc. 
It 


was impossible to tell whether a sufli- 
c-ient quantity of the water had gone- 
iliiwn the child's throat to serioiisly'bnrn 
the esophagus or not. Only develop- 
ments can tell its to the extent of the 
interim! burns.

The Liability Law Decision 


The. decision of the United States supreme court up- 


holding the validity of the Indiana employers' liability 
law, under which a judgment of $30,000 to a Monon rail- 
road switchman for damages for the loss of both legs in a 
railroad accident is sustained, is recognized as both im- 
portant and far-reaching in its effects. It marks the con- 
clusion of litigation that over a period of some six years 
has been stubbornly contested over every foot of the dis- 
tance up to and through the highest court in the laud. 


The complainant was a man of the name of Ilaskett, 


who alleged in his complaint that the accident was due to 
the negligence of an employe, and his case was based on 
the Indiana employers' liability law. The accident occurred 
in February, 1907. The railroad company petitioned to 
have the case sent to the federal court on the ground that 
the railroad was an inter-state carrier and that petition 
vent to the supreme court of the state uf Illinois, which 
eent the case back to the Cook county superior court. A 
jury in the county court rendered a verdict for $30,000, 
and the appelate court for the state of Illinois affirmed the 
yerdict. 


The case was then appealed to the United States su- 


preme court on the ground that the Indiana law was in 
conflict with the federal liability act. The supreme court 
held that there is no conflict, and sustained the award of 
the Cook county coiirt. The railroad company in resist- 
ing the verdict of the lower-court represented to the su- 
preme court that the Indiana law makes no distinction 
between employes in hazardous and non-hazardous posi- 
tions, but the highest court declined to entertain this view 
Of the law. 


Another-striking feature of the case was the manner in. 


'which the supreme court swept away a maze of legal tech- 
nicalities which had been raised by the defense. 


With even* man's hand apparently raised against

The ablutions are compul- 
sory, and it is incumbent upon the. judge of each ••circuit 
court to see that they arc enforced. 
The next national 


convention of hoboes may be expected to adopt some 
sizzling resolutions against this latest conspiracy against 
personal liberty and interference with human rights. 


'As was to have been expected, the English house of 


commons has decisively rejected the proposal to give vote; 
to women. The doom of the measure was sealed, as a mat- 
ter of fact, when the militant women began smashing 
•windows and burning buildings. That sort of "argu- 
ment" is convincing in but one direction—and that 
if 


precisely the opposite of a favorable impression of the 
cause for which the women are battling. 


With covert hints of possible cuts in wages coming

BUREAU TELLS WHY 


Washing!on. May 2.—This season of 


the yenr when the residents of the 
cities and suburbs are looking at their 
lawns with n view to repairing t!iem 
for the summer, it in well to examine 
the soil to a depth of from 12 to 
24 inches to sec if there nrc any bricks, 
tin cans, boards and other coarse build- 
ing debris. The bureau "f coils. United 
States department gj; floriculture, saya 
that the reason thxt grass doe* not 
tlirivu on the average lawn is that the 
majority of them have a liller of tbi» 
kind of rubbish anil that grasi will 
unt grow on such infertile material. 


"A lawn is tho accompaniment of 


every effort on the part of man to 
beautify the surroundings of his abid- 
ing place," says the 
bulletin. 
"The 


great increase of interest in suburban 
rural life has caused a corresponding 
increase of interest in matters pertain- 
ing to tho making and maintenance, of 
lawns. 
Suburban railways, the exten- 


sion of electric lines into the country 
and the return of msn to natural ways 
of living e.re all 'factors contributing to 
the growing interest in matters per- 
taining U> lawn making.

"Bricks, Hat' tins, ^oarde and other 


coarse building debris found in nearly 
all small lawns in the city are very 
detrimental to the proper movement of 
soil fluid. 
The 
downward movement 


of water is not seriously impeded by 
such materials anil is probably facili- 
tated. 
The moisture moves downward 


until it encounters a brick, for instance, 
at a distance of three or four inches 
below the soil level. The \vater meets 
with no difficulty in Retting to the 
edge of tho brick and then goes nenr- 
ly straight downward, thus leaving the 
soil immediately below the brick un- 
supplied from this new wat<r influx. 
Now, 
whrn the opposite, movement of 


noil fluid begins the water moves up- 
ward until it encounters the brick and 
the soil immediately above the brick, 
\vhich haft in the meantime dried out, 
remains unsupplied with moisture, so 
that the gras» suffers and dries out dur- 
ing a critical dry spell. 
Bnd spots in 


small city lawns are more often than 
not found to be due to some such im- 
pediment to the movement of capil- 
lary watei. 


Moisture Most Necessary. 


"A lawn should have a good supply 


of moisture at nil times. It should be 
able to take care of excess during the 
wet season by drainage and during the 
dry season be able to supply stored up 
moisture from 
itg depths. 
Thi» ade- 


quate water supply is the" principal fac- 
tor in grass growth, and the one most 
difficult to control in ft poor soil. 
It 


is more important than any added 
fer- 


tilizer, am' can not be compensated 
for by the addition of any amount or 
kind of clumical plant food. 
All sii 


gestions 
regarding 
lawns soils, their 


texture, 
selection 
nnd 
manipulation, 


have been made with one end in view— 
the creating and maintaining of an ade- 
quate water supply in as natural a 
manner aa possible. If this water sup- 
ply is maintained effectually by a nor- 
mal soil, the natural processes which 
go hand in hnjid with it, such as proper 
bacterial activity, aeriation and oxida- 
tion, soil sanitation and the supply of 
plant food generally, are also sufficient 
for a b.ealthy growth of good green 
sward." 


A soil well adapted to lawns should 


consist of clay, silt, very fine sand, me- 
dium sand, coarse sond and fine gravel. 
It is this difference in the size of soil 
particles and 
in 
the proportions 
in 


which they are present in soils that 
has given rise to the different classes 
of agricultural soils, suoh as the clays, 
clay loaiuor sands 
and sandy loams. 


This difference determines the texture 
of the soil. 
The texture is a particu- 


larly important factor In a successful 
lawn as it has a very marked influ- 
ence on the kind of grass or combina- 
tion of grasses and clovers best suited 
to the soil; on its ability to hold suf- 
ficient moifture to 
carry the grass 


through a prolonged drought;; on the 
ease of establishing good natural drain- 
age; on the account of aeration and on 
other requirement*. 


CUy Brings Good Sod. 
f 


The olay 
soil 
usually makes very 


strong lawn soils, giving a dense sod. 
The clay luam soils, when well drained 
and carefully handled, are well suited 
for the fcatabrfshment of an excellent 
greensward. 
The silt loam 
soils are 


ideally adapted to lawn making, but 
they must have good drainage and be 
liberally cupplied with organic matter. 
The loam soils, when they have cood 
drainage and contain sufficient organic 
matter will maintain good lawns. 
The 


coarse sandy noils are unsuitable for 
lawn purposes, although certain grasses 
will grow upon them. A fair lawn may 
be established of soils of the fine sandy 
type by paying especial attention to 
the preparation of the soil and by the 
introduction of manure or green ma- 
nure together with bone phosphate and 
lime in seme cases and copious water- 
ing during the dry season. The anndy 
loam soils make very good lawns when 
well drained and well supplied with 
org~nlc matter.
